APOLOGY 
DEMANDED © 


The “Altona Star” demands an apol- 
ogy from Cr. H. W. Lee. 


In his allegations against the ‘Star’ 


he said 


the final straw came when an official photograph was 


used for an unofficial use. 


iCr. Lee was referring to a 
photograph of the Civic Offices 
and Council Chamber which ap- 
peared on the manifestos of the 
Ratepayer Candidates at the last 
election. 

He alleged the block for this 
job was made from an official 
photograph belonging to the 
Shire. The mianifestes were 
printed in the “Star's” factory.] 

Cr. Lee contended this showed 
no integrity in being an impar- 
tial newspaper. He believes the 
proprietor had dishonoured the 
paper. 





This statement made from the; 


council table was false in facis 


and assumptions and. personally 
offensive, 

We plainly state that the 
photograph used was not an 
official photograph. The ‘‘Star"’ 
aid not hold one, 

All official photographs have 
been regularly collected from 
the ‘Star’ office and returned 
to the Civic Offices. 

Nor was the block taken: from 
the original photograph allowed 
to be used in any way for ihis 
job.

As is usual all the prints were 
hen sent to the ‘Star’ for a 
selection to be made for the 
paper. The fact that the ‘Star’ 
chose one which is said to have 
been ordered by the ‘Mail’ is 
purely co-incidental, 

Acting on the incorrect report 
y Cr. Lee the council has de- 
ided to penalise this photo- 
igrapher who Kas given good ser- 
‘ice to the counci! and who was 
in no way at fault, 

The council has appointed Mr. 
Ken Roper official photographer 
with the obvious inference no 
further work will be given to 

r. Sutton. 

Now that the facts have been 
disclosed by the “Star” the 
re-action of the council will be 
awaited. 

Either they will stand on the 
proved incorrect statements of 
Cr, Lee and take no action to 





remedy this injustice or they 
will reconsider the position in 
the light of the facts. 

The facts could have been 
known to Cr. Lee if he had in- 
quired at- the councll offices. 
Jt is against all reason and 
decency that this photographer 
should be associated with tie 
penalties imposed en the “Star.” 
Jt is equally true that the ex- 
tremely nebulous case against 
the “Star” was re-inforced by 
these fictitious claims against 
Barry Sutton. 

Common justice shouid be done 
to both this man and to the 
“Star.” 

A penalty imposed against the 
“Star is one thing. This after 
all was raised mainly on the 
OPINIONS of the ‘Star's’ in- 
tegrity. 

Punitive action against Barry 
Sutton was based on incorrect 
knowledge of facts only. 

Now that the facts are 
known, what action will the 
coancil take? 


PRINTING JOBBING WORK 


A full inquiry should be made into the 
circumstances behind the offer of Altona 
Shire Council's sundry jobbing printing to 


the "Footscray Mail.

This work, which could run into thousands of 
dollars per year, has no relation to the “Altona Star’ 
and its advertising, but was separately done in its 


printing establishment. 


THE “ALTONA STAR” HAD 
INQ CONTRACT FOR THIS 
WORK. When required a price 
was submitted. But there was 
Inever at any time a restriction 
xt the council placing jobbing 
work with any other printery. 
This the “Star” understood, 

Now it appears te be proposed 
that the “Footscray Mail” will 
Ihave the exclusive right to such 
work. 

There is no mention of price 
lor standard‘ of work or service. 

If this extremely generous ex- 
clusive contract comes into be- 
‘ing what guarantee is there that 
the quality of work will be as 
good and the price as low as 
the “Altona Star’’? 

The ‘Altona Star” at ali times 
agrees that the printing work of 
the Shire should be placed 
where it will be most economic 





and convenient. No atiempt as 
far as we know has been made 
to relate the work done at the 
“Star” and at the “Footscray 
Mail’'—in terms of quality of 
work, price and convenience and 
punctuality, etc. 

Has the ‘Footscray Mail” 
-been given a blank cheque in 
all these regards or will they 
be controlled by reference to 
“Altona Star” prices and con- 
ditions? 

What is the motive, other 
than a punitive one of traisfer- 
ring jobbing work from Altona 
to a Footscray establishment? 

What justification is there in 
taking punitive action against 
the Altona Siar Printery? 

Why is a Footscray industry, 
owned by a large Melbourne 
company, favoured against a 
local industry?

Altona Shire Councillor, John 
Joseph Ginifer, could beconie a 


.member of State Parliament next 


month, 

The Victorian A.L.P. Executive 
endorsed Cr. Ginffer for the 
by-election on October 8 for the 
State Assembly seat of Grant. 

Nominations closed yesterday. 

Two were received~one from 
Cr. Ginifer—the other from 
James Frederick Davies, of Cow- 
per Avnue, Mt. Macedon, 

Mr. Davies, an advertising arts 
director, is a member of the Re- 
publican Party. 

The by-election has been made 
necessary by the death of Mr. 
Roy, Crick, who held the seat for 
Labor for the past 11 years, 

The seat of Grant disappears 
in the electoral re-distribution 
and will no longer exist at the 
general State elections to be 
held by the middle of next year. 

The A.L.P. Executive has al- 
ready endorsed Cr, Ginifer as 
their candidate for the new seat 
of Deer Park in the Legislative 
Assembly at the general election. 

Cr. Ginifer is a member of the 
Executive, a school teacher and 
was the 1964-65 Shire President. 
He is Altona’s Commissioner of 
the Board of Works.

CHERRY PARK LAKE 
TO BE BEAUTIFIED 


Some work is tao start in the near future on 
beautifying the Millers Road end of the Cherry Park 
Lake, or as the Board of Works refers to the area, 


“The Swamp.” 


This action was agrecd to by 
Altona Shire Council following 
councillors decision to sign the 
Board of Works draft agreement 
relating to the proposed future 
use of the lake. 

The swamp and surrounding 
land were acquired by the Board 
some time ago for the purpose 
of effecting proper drainage und 
to control flooding of certain 
areas of Altona, 

Altona council is desirous of 
beautifying the area and re- 
quested permission to develop 
it for passive recreational pur- 
poses. 

The Board has agreed to the 
request and laid down certain 
terms and conditions. 

The agreement is for a term 
of five years and the annual 
licence fee to be paid by the 
council is $200. 

The council can place filling 
on the land (not household gar- 
bage), build a retaining wall 
and erect at its own expense 
any fencing required. 





Lawns aud gardens can be 
developed and a roadway can 
be built, also at. the Shire’s 
expense, but it must net be- 
come a public highway. 

The council is to use its regu- 
lations to control the use of the 
land for exercising horses. 

No commercial activities other 
than a soft drink and cigarette 
kiosk are permitted to be con- 
ducted on the land. 

The council is not allowed to 
permit the use of the lake for 
boating* yachting or swimming 
activities, 

Other developments may be 
possible but they must first be 
approved by the Board. 

On the motion of Crs. H. W. 
Lee and J. J. Ginifer the deci- 
sion to sign the agreement with 
the Board was made at last 
week's council meeting. 

It was also decided to immedi- 
ately start developing the area 
near Millers Road so that it 
would become an acquisition 
rather than an embarrassment.

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EDITORIAL 
CENSORSHIP. 


. No censoring of material for the “Al- 
tona Star’ will ever be permitted. The. mat- 
ter at issue can be simply and fully expressed. 


Because the ‘Altona Star’s’”’ presenta- 
tion of news is not agreeable to the Altona 
Shire Council, drastic sanctions are to be im- 
posed. Not only against the “Altona Star’ 
newspaper, but, also against the associated 
printing establishment. 


This is a blatant and unashamed at- 
tempt at censorship. : 


The fact that councillors can, when the 
opportunity occurs, waive professed prin- 
ciples and attempt to stifle opposition(?) by 
censorship could have: repercussions (how- 
ever unjust) in a much wider sphere than 
Altona.

On the ground that the honour of being 
official organ’ of the Shire must be earned, 
the council will give the office to the ’’Foot- 
scray Mail.” 


Apart from the fact that- the ‘Star’ 
has in fact earned the title many times over 
by its identification with and support of Al- 
tona interests over the years, the incongruity 
of making a Footscray paper the official or- 
gan of Altona is most obvious. 

However, the council in making this de- 
cision is acting within the area of its com- 
petence and beyond stating the above self- 
evident facts we make no further comment. 


The “Star” valued the honour and is 
sorry to lose it, but it will make no serious 
difference to its economy. 

On the other hand the transferring of 
the council printing to a Footscray printery 
is a punitive action. It was so designed. 

The logical inference must be that ‘the 
council wishes to kill possible opposition in 
Altona by the Press and opposition in the 
council. , 

‘But the “Star’’ will continue to give its 
full coverage of council and local news. 


Given a continuance of current support 
from our. readers, advertisers and printing 
customers it will carry on. 


Only the vote of each individual coun- 
cillor will be accepted by us and the people 
of Altona generally as to his feeling towards 
the ‘Altona Star.”’

At the Council meeting last 
week Cr. W. L. J. Crofts, re- 
ported noticing a bad odour 
when he was travelling in his 
ear at 10-45 p.m. on the pre- 
vious night from the corner of 
Kororoit. Creck Road and Millers 
Road down to the bridge. He 
stopped and. alighted From his 
car. 


Cr. Crofts said a tremendous 
palt of black smoke coming out 
of the No. 2 boiler at the Refin- 
ery was billowing out at 11 p.m. 


The Shift Supervisor said he 
did not think the company was 
aware of the smoke. 


Regarding the number of com- 
plaints received for the 8th and 
8th September, Cr. Crofis said 
he also observed the dense smoke 
on the Friday night. 


Cr. Crofts alleges there is 
plenty of evidence that the Re- 
finery is offending. Smoke is 
only permitted for 6 minutes but 
he himself had watched it eman-, 
ating from the Refinery for a 
quarter of an hour. 


Such first hand information is 
important said Cr. Lee and will 
be referred to the air pollution 





meeting. He also suggested in- 
viting the residents who have 
lodged complaints.

He said: “We believe that 
every school child in Victoria 
should have the benefit of pro- 
.8ressive education in traffic 
matters, just as much as in any 
other subject, or activity taught 
in our schools. 


“For Primary school children 
the traffic schvol undoubtedly 
provides the best form of instruc- 
tion. A visit to a traffic school 
is a highlight in the school year 
and is long remembered by the 
children. : 


_ “Secondary school pupils need 
instruction in driver attilude in

‘In New South Wales road 
deaths were 49 more than in the 
previous year, in Queensland 20 
more, in South Australia 30, 
Western Australia 12.

The “Mail” (the 
proposed official organ of the 
Shire) published a whole lin. 
of Altona news. 


Cr. Lee said he finds it hard 
to understand hew two people 
can make such different re- 
poris on the same happening.’ 
It would be still harder to un- 

derstand if two independent 
people gave identical reports of 
the same happening. \ 


Cr. Lee charged the “Star” 
with not seeking both sides of 
the issue concerning the defac- 
ing of election posters and he 
criticised the “Star” for find- 
ing space on the Wednesday 
for this news item. 


The ‘Star’ Editor at all 
times reserves the right as to 
what news he will publish. In 
this matter no attempt was made 
to get the views or opinions of 
either side. The published ac- 
count was strictly objective 
news. The opinions expressed 
were those of the police (un- 
official), the D.L.P. (the letters 
with which the signs were de- 
faced) and two people whose 
property had been entered. or 
damaged. 


Cr. Lee condemned the 
“Star” prorietor for, allowing 
anti-Labor candidates the un- 
authorised use of council phote- 
graphs. 


The “Altona Star” could not 
permit use of the photograph 


-because it did not have one. The 


block made from the original 
photograph was totally different 
in size to the one used by the 
Ratepayer Candidates on their 
manifestos. The “Star” could 
not allow use of a photograph 
it did not have nor did it allow 
the block to be used for this 
printing job. 


Cr. Lee condemned the prop- 
rietor for allowing the Rate- 
payer Candidates to use photo- 
graphs he considered identical 
te council property.

Correspondent’s Views 


Dear Sir, 


Cr. Lee, among other wild accusations against the ‘‘Star,” 
decried the unauthorised use of council photographs, for unofficial 
purposes, by the Ratepayer Candidates. The photograph used is 
the Ratepayer Candidates own property, the block of which can be 
produced at any time. Neither the Ratepayer Candidates or their 
Supporters have not at any time been given access to council 
property by the “Star” or any person. 


” Drest in a little brief authority most 
ignorant of what he is most assured.” 


He claims also that the “Star” refused to control misleading 
claims by the Ratepayer Candidates; what effrontery! What 
arrogance! Does he conceive a newspaper's duty to sit in judg- 
ment on what are misleading claims? This would be censorship 
run wild and would prohibit he and his asseciates from printing 
anything. Cr. Lee apparently expects the ‘‘Star’’ to accept the 
claims of himself and his associates and reject those of the Rate- 
payer Candidates. 

Let us examine two of these claims; one theirs,.and one the 
‘Ratepayer Candidates. The Ratepayer Candidates stated that 
unless Cr. Crofts was returned with the support of his two col- 
leagues, RATES WOULD RISE. The opposition candidates were 
curiously silent on this for the reason they were well aware of 
the intention of the present council majority. The ratepayers will 
soon discover how far from misleading this claim was. 

What of their claims? One of their number claims to have 
studied a medical benefits scheme for two years! when in fact he 
was most ignorant of the basic facts of the forniation and .opera- 
tion of one. When this was revealed his agologia, which appeared 
in the “Labor Advocate,” was pitiful, The ratepayers will hear 


no more of this nor its equally impracticable insurance scheme.' 


Further, Cr. Lee says, in spite of objection from the council- 
lors (or, were these objections in fact threats of punitive action of 
the kind now taken?), the opposition was still referred to as Rate- 
payer Candidates. As they were standing as Ratepayer Candi- 
dates the “Star” had every right and reason to refer to them as 
such, the same right to which the “‘Star’’ referred to Cr. Lee's 
colleagues as Labor Candidates, even though the application Labor 
is a matter of contention, since the alleged Labor Candidates do 
not represent all who labour. Does Cr. Lee think the rose smells 
differently under another name? Or is he conscious of the fact 
{hat he and his associates do not represent the ratepayers -100%. 

To prove the hollowness of the claim of Cr.-Lee to rep- 
resent the ratepayers, the present council majority proposes 
that a large sum of the ratepayers money shall be paid out 
of the Shire to an outside monopoly controlled by the ‘‘Age.” 

It is quite obvious that this decision was not made in the rate- 
payers interests, but to enforce their own wish to coerce. and 
control the local newspaper, proving again that when the interests 
of their party clash with those of the ratepayers, their outside 
allegiance prevails. 

Cr. Lee considers that the council is acting in all fairness, when 
in actual fact the move is a blatant attempt to coerce a newspaper 
to print reports and news tavourable to the present council major- 
ity. If this is allowed to pass by we could well have a dictorial 
clique in power and holding on to that power by force and coer- 
clon. 

This move by Cr. Lee has serious implications, who knows who 
will be next to face threats to toe Cr. Lee's political line? 

I can well understand the statement made by them during the 
election camgaign, “THOSE WHO ARE NOT WITH US ARE 
AGAINST US'’—that is what Hitler said in 1934.

Briquette Depot 
Petition Ready 


An alternative site for the Paisley 
briquette depot could be suggested to the 
Premier when he is presented with a peti- 
tion requesting removal of the dump. 


At the meeting of Altona Shire Council last 
week, Cr. G, den Dulk said a site well away from the 
residential area and which will not be settled in the 
next ‘25 years could be considered for the depot. 


The petition which residents 
signed on election day is ready 
to present to the Premier, said 
Cr. den Dulk at the last meeting 
of Altona council. 

He suggested that the Hon. Cr. 
A. W. Knight, M.L.C., be re- 
quested to arrange for its pre- 
sentation. 


Cr. den Dulk also commented 
on the letter received from the 
Chairman of the State Electricity 
Commission stating that there is 
no hope of the depot being 
moved in the near future. 

There are two points in the 
letter which Cr. den Dulk said 
he wished to comment on. 


One was the reference that as 
much water as can be obtained 
from the: Board of Works is 
sprayed on the briquettes. 

Cr. den Dulk said this appears 
to mean the use of water is re- 
stricted and he suggested re- 
questing the Board of Works to 
allocate a -greater volume of 
water to the S.E.C. He also asked 
Cr. J. J. Ginifer, Commissioner 
of the Board of Works, to follow 
up this matter. 


Regarding the cost of removal 
he suggested this was a roneod 
statement which is made every- 
time the council complains. He 
said he hoped that at the depu- 
tation it would be shown that it 
is the desire of the whole munici- 
pality to bring pressure to bear 
to move the depot. An alterna- 
tive site could be considered. 

Cr. den Dulk also suggested re- 





questing the S.E.C. to allow coun 
cillors to inspect the depot. 

Cr. den Dulk moved motions 
covering his suggestions and they 
were adopted by council.
